And any president who notn tho 
chnnco to nppolnt it now juatlco to tho 
top tribunal mnltos Quito certain hl« nn- 
polntoo In ono who will wrrco Konornlly 
with lilii own politlcnl phlloHophica. 

CongreaB h'na rnifod nt the anpromo 
court nnd Is involved right now In an at- 
tompt to kcop tho top court nwny from 
reapportionment of ntato lotflahituroa. or 
to clolny onforcomont of court decision!) 
In tho innttor of reapportionment. Gov- 
ernor Smyllo naaortn that any conp/rcnnlo- 
nnl move to rcntrlct tlio nation's top court 
in such n mnnnor sots a dnntrorous prece- 
dent. But Idaho Atty. Gon. Allan G. 
Shopnrd thinks conftroas is within Its 
rights, fmyinrf tho Constitution provldoa 
fodorol courts shall operate "with such 
oxcoptlons nnd undor sucli roKulntions as 
tho confixosii shall mnko." 

Grado school children nre tnujrht thnt 
tho founding- fathers sot up tho V. S. 
Bovornmont with it systom of checks nnd 
balances to provont artf branch of tho 
govornmont dominating tho othor 
bronchos to tho dotrlmont of citizens. Tho 
idoa ia incorporated in tho throo branch- 
es, oxocutivo, loR-lslallvo and judicial. 
But in this systm of chocks and balnncos, 
tho judicial branch oporatos undor n 
handicap not imposod on oithor tho. ox- 
ocutivo or legislative Tho courts — judi- 
cial brnnch of govornmont— cannot take 
original action. 

Though a law passed by congress and 
glgnod by tho Prosldont could bo patently 
unconstitutional, tho supromo court can- 
not-rulo-untll-a-suit-worka-ita-way-up 
through tho court systom. Likewise n 
president could mls-uso his oxocutivo 
powors without over being callod to ac- 
count ovor whothor ho nctod within tho 
Constitution. 

In tho absonc* of it suit challonglng 
constitutionality of n law, tho stntuto re- 
mains in tho books. 

Thoro aro somo rathor rBro oxornploa 
where tho normal courao of nppoal has 
boon wnlvcd by tho courts. Idaho's su- 
promo court has accepted original jurla- 
dlction whon it wan obvious that tho boBt 
Intoroats of tho public would bo served by 
an onrly ruling. Tho nation's top court 
isn't llkoly to follow suit. All courts ro- 
trlct tholr rulings to the spoclf Ic point 
at issue. Reapportionment doclslons pro- 
vide n good example Somo exports liavo 
doclarod tho ono-mnn, ono-voto thoory 
outlined In reapportionment doclslona 
moan tho nation's electoral collogo Is 
unconstitutional. Yot until and unless 
somo citizen files suit, thoro will bo no 
ruling on tho collogo. * 

Thoro mny bo literally hundreds of 
laws that aro contrary to tho Constitu- 
tion, Homo from tho momont thoy were 
passed and others bocauso of changing 
concopts and evolution of aocloty. Tho 
supromo court doosn't ovon havo author- 
ity to rovlow Btatutos. Porhops tho court 
should havo authority to lndicato what 
laws may bo Illogal. 

IMPOSSIBLE WAtt 
Amorlcan cltlzons can bo forgiven if 
thoy koop asking thoniHolvos why tho 
U. S. has bocomo bo involvod In Vlot Nam 
and if thoro'a any prospoct of tho nltu- 
atlon Improving in tho near future Somo 
200 Amorlcana havo boon killed in n wnr 
in which tholr rolo technically wan re- 
stricted to that of "adviaor." Somo 10,000 
Amorlcnn aoldlora nre advising now nnd 
tho numbor will bo IncroaBOd to moro 
than 20,000. 

And whllo Americans hnvo boon ad- 
vising and financing tho war In Vlot 
NnnvViotnamoso affairs havo manngod 
to romnln in a stnto of almost coriatant 
turmoil.

The victory for tlio civil rights bill In con- 
gress Is further proof that, despite all obntacles, 
tho United States l.i determine^ to do ILi best 
to abolish all kinds of discrimination and vio- 
lation of humnn rights to glvo new validity to 
the American credo that all men are crcnted 
free and equal. But tho good faith of this na- 
tion Is still being lmpunged by the surprising and 
Inexplicable failure of the American government 
to ratify four United Nations conventions that 
mnko tha battle for human rights worldwide, 

These conventions, already endorsed by scorns 
of othw countries, outlaw (IV genocide, or the ex- 
termination of a rnce; (2) forced labor, (3) 
slavery and (i) subjugation of women. They 
have all been signed by tho American government, 
the genocide convention ns long ago as 104D, nnd 
all have been sent to tho sonnto for approval. 
But they remain bottled up In senate commit- 
tees because of what Is characterized as "linger- 
ing Briclcnrltes," no-called after the former Sen- 
ator Brlcker of Ohio, who feared that such con- 
ventions might Infringe on our Constitution, 

Now that the congressional bnttlo ovor tho do- 
mestic civil rights bill is largely won. the John- 
son administration, llko the Kennedy adminis- 
tration before It, Is making new efforts to get 
senate approval of the global "civil rights'* com- 
pnets. Becretary Runic and Assistant Secretary 
Cleveland have spoken out forcefully against any 
"abdication" In this field. It Is time for tho 
American peoplo to rally to their support and 
compel notion that Is long overdue. — Now York 
Tlmos.

your child says thl.s. Most nonnnl 
children llko jichnn) »nd would 
bo unhappy nnd borpd without It. 

A few, how- 
ever, develop a 
negative attitude 
nnd moke quite 
a fuss about 
school. They/may 
even got head- 
aches or vomit 
whon the time 
comes to loavo 
(Hie house. Thta 
Is not tlio name 
ns pretending 111- 
noss to get out r „, iir.Hd.i.ui 
of going to school occasionally 
but Is rather a typo of fear or 
anxiety reaction, 

Tho possible causes Include 
fear of being bullied by class- 
mates, fear of failure in the per- 
formance of dally u.-i-s liniments 
or, In some older children a gen- 
eral belligerence a.w>clalod with 
tho onset of puberty. 

In many children, however, 
especially 1-hof.o In (he lower 
gradou, tlio caune Im "smother 
love" or an over-protective at- 
titude on the part nf Mm mother. 
Soino mother.i Juki can't bear to 
soo their HW-lo darlings grow up. 

Thoy urge their child' to be 
off to iioliool, but secretly hope 
the child will rnfiuio in leave her. 
A child Is quick-, lo sense the 
mother's emotioniil omifllet. Al- 
though he cannot put U into 



words he gots the message. 

In 1he end, tho mother be- 
comes terrified by her "unruly" 
child's complete defiance of hnr 
nnd tlio child becomes terrified at 
being ciiiit adrift, as It woro. In a 
world where tho adults ho de- 
pends on i/how no authority nnd 
refuse him tlio firm guidance he 
knows ho needs. 

When flnnnoM falls, giving tho 
child a mild tranquilliser In the 
morning for a day or two may 
fiolvo tlio problem.
